include any unusual, unpleasant 
or noxious odors" 

"But it doesn't say anything 
about motorcycles," objected one 
councillor. There ' followed a 
discussion on motorcycle noises 
and how they might be control- 
led with one or two of the coun- 
cillors indicating advanced 
knowledge on the subject. 

But so there would be no 
doubt that the by-law also in- 
cluded motorcycle noises, it was 
sent back for revision. Further 
discussion was drowned out by 
the wail of a train whistle 
which echoing in the council 
chambers made it impossible to 
hear the speaker.

But Allan is like other boys his age. He got in a 
fair amount of hunting, and if he wasn't working, he 
was always ready for a game of ball. In the winter, it 
was skating and skiing. V 

Last Thursday, Allan heard his friends, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. H. Jarvis, who farm up Second Street a bit, 
were going to mow their hay and needed some help. 
Up he went, and was given thq job of following the 
mower and forking the hay to one side, "Be sure you 
stay behind that mower," he was warned, but when 
they stopped the horses to blow them. Allan forgot and 
stepped in front of the mower. Something frightened 
the horses and they moved ahead. The mower caught 
Allan's left foot. He saved the right one by holding it 
up with his hands. 

Allan is in York county hospital now and when he 
can be moved, they'll take him to Toronto for moro 
treatment, and while he is there, they will start fitting 
him for the artificial left foot he will have to use from 
now on.

Town Planners Probe 
Aurora Water Needs 



■Protection of Aurora's future 
water supply by reforestation 
is one -of the projects under con- 
sideration by the town's planning 
board. The board, which met 
for the first time in April, 1947, 
expects to hove an advisory re- 
port on probable development of 
the town nnd surrounding area 
for the town council early this 
fall. 
The planning board consists of 



The Allan Greenwood Fund is 
at present being handled by 
Mayor Joseph Vale as ehairman, 
Clerk Wesley Brooks, treasurer, 
and John Meyer, editor, as sec- 
retary.

things that sound very trivial, no 
doubt, to anyone who did not 
know what we were talking 
about, but which recall happy 
memories to us who remembered 
| them with pleasure. 

Among other recollections we 
recalled Mrs Maltby*s little taffy 
shop that stood somewhere just 
north of where Dr. Edwards' 
heme now stands. But could we, 
either of us, remember where? 
And was it a private house or 
what? All we could recall was 
late on Saturday afternoons we 
were scrubbed up and dressed in 
clean dresses after our Saturday 
holiday (no doubt we were plen- 
ty grubby and needed it!) and 
we were given a "copper" to go 
to Mrs. Mattby*s for a cent's 

worth of taffy. 

So You Won't Get Sticky 

I can see her yet, how she'd 
look at us over her glasses which 
were in danger of sliding off the 
end of her nose, and made pleas- 
ant remarks about how clean 
and shining we were and chat a 
while, then we'd push one copper 
up on the counter and she'd get 
the pan of taffy and pry a square 
loose and wrap it in a piece of 
paper "so you won't get sticky** 
and smilingly let us out the door. 
There was a bell over the door 
which clanged every time the 
door opened or shut. Just what 
else she sold neither of us can 
recall— but she was exactly like 
the dear old ladies you read 
about in children's fairy stories, 
so tiny and so sweet— even her 
name seemed like music to us— 
Mrs. Maltby! Except her dear 
little self and her name and her 
square of sticky taffy every 
Saturday afternoon, neither of 
us could say what became of 
her or who else lived there. 
Quite likely she had other can- 
dy but it was her homemade 
taffy that we always bought. 
I wonder if anyone else 
recalls her little shop and the 
bell that rang to tell her a cus- 
tomer had come in! I can hear 
it yet! 

Candies were so different in 
our young days. Bulls eyes were 
red and white striped candy 
about the size of an ink bottle 
and just how we used to manip- 
ulate tfeom I can't imagine! 
There were little balls on a stick, 
all day suckers, before the day 
of lollipop and the modern pop- 
sicle. There were different 
flavors— I recall that boys used 
to like the black ones flavored 
with licorice. Yes, and the boys 
used to buy licorice pipes but we 
girls thought them too untidy— 
wc wanted something more dain- 
ty, so wc chose the red and yel- 
low and green ones. 

Then there wo *• what wo call- 
ed "Jaw breaker^". They were 
realty nil-day .suckers minus the 
slick, and you just couldn't talk 
coherently when you had one of 
those in your mouth. The old- 
fashioned peppermints were for 
old ladies, they were too hot for 
us, except when wo had to go to 
church at night and took a few 
along (on the sly) to keep us 
awake during the sermon! Oh 
yes, and we used to bo «ivcn 
roll's foot cough drops in church 
when wc developed a cough. I 
recall we often used to get a 
cough in church. We weren't 
keen on the "cayenne lozengers" 
—one tiny nibble of them used 
to give us tho hiccoughs— ond 
to have hiccoughs in church 
was a disgrace you know. 

Hoarhound candy was also 
supposed to be good for coughs 

wo liked thorn and another 



ery stores who used to also wait 
on youngsters after 4 o'clock. 
We used to patronize that store 
for Bucksy gave us the most 
generous helping for our copper. 
It was just like magic to see him 
twirl a square of white paper 
round his thumb and finger to 
make the container to hold the 
few candies you got for a cent. 
Then others were those little 
mounds of some kind of sickly 
sweet, soft, white candy coated 
with choclatoe, awfully squashy 
—called chocolate drops. You 
dare not put one in your pocket 
or. you sure regretted it, and it 
you held it in your hand you 
were one brown smear 1 If you 
popped it in your mouth at once 
to make stire of it— well, you 
lost your appetite for more, it 
was so very sweet. ' Then the 
giant gum drops of every shade 
arid color, deep red and emerald 
green or bright yellow. Some- 
times in fancy shapes, one for a 
cent. A hard candy, red in color, 
and shaped like raspberries— 
they were more for your monev. 
Then routid, flat ones covered 
with caraway comfits. But the 
sugar men and the nigger baby 
riQlls, green candy pickles shap- 
ed like cucumbers — don't you 
see them yet? All this was be- 
fore the day of maple cream, 
chocolate fudge, cocoanut candy 
and marshmallows and modern 
enocolale bars. 

One more and I'll end up (I 
hope I set your mouth watering 
as in our yumg school days!). 
Do you remember the "conver- 
sation lozengers", flat, round or 
oval shape, with messages print- 
ed on, white and pink, flavored 
with wintergreen? The special- 
ly popular ones were heart, 
shaped with "f love you", "be 
my sweetheart" and so on. 
Tnese used to be passed round 
the schoolroom, right under 
"dear teacher's" nose, and if she 
was popular she'd find a special*

by Fred Weddel, a descendant of 
1 John Weddel. There seems no 
doubt, however, that the name of 
the cemetery was derived fr>ra 
Thomas Selby. 

The Joseph Sutherland, who 
was apparently the leader in the 
acquisition of the land, was a 
member of the Society of 
Friends, according to local re- 
port. At that time, he owned 
the farm directly across the con- 
cession, having purchased it from 
John Hodgson to whom the 
crown grant was made but who 
never farmed the land. Tn 1813, 
Sutherland sold the farm to Eb- 
cnezer Doane who had earlier 
sold his 200 acres on Yonge St. 

The farm has since remained in 
the Doane family, David follow- 
ing Ebenezer. and Chaunrey and 
William Doane. who live there 
now, inheriting it from David. 

Chauncey and William Doane 
place the date of the second bur- 
ial at the site in 1818. There is 
a tombstone bearing that date 
in the cemetery. They say that 
at one time, there was a'Wesle- 
yan Methodist church built of 
logs near the cemetery, but that 
it was destroyed by fire. They 
credit Fred Evans, whose fore* 
bears lie in the cemetery, with 
having raised the funds which 
secured the iron fence on the 
east side of the property.

On February 1, 1803, Hugh 
Shaw obtained Lot 31, Con. 2 of 
the township of Whitchurch from 
the Crown. On November 5 of 
that same year he sold the west 
quarter being fifty acres to Mar- 
tin Bogart. and on the same date 
the remaining 150 acres to John 
Bogart Sr. In 1805 a sawmill, 
and in 1806 n gristmill were 
erected on the east end of this 
property.

same concession. The east 100 
acres of this lot changed owner- 
ship from one Bogart to another 
until finally in 1885 Win. J. Stick- 
wood purchased it from Philip 
Bogart. and at the time of writ- 
ing still remains a possession of 
the Stick wood family: Joshua 
Stickwood. son of Wm. J., being 
the present owner (1948). 

In 1874 Joseph Johnson pur- 
chased the mill property from 
Joseph Bogart* who in turn sold 
to a Mr. Petherham in 1878. who 
in 1883 sold to Thomas Stokes. 
He sold H in 1888 to Peter Kitto. 
Soon after the turn of the cen- 
tury. Fred Hoover came into 
ownership of the mill and pond, 
but suffered reverses by the dam 
going out; the water power being 
cone, the mill, the biggest busi- 
ness venture of Bogarttown, 
Dassed into history.

Potato and tomato growers] 
will be interested to learn that 
a warning service has been or- 
ganized to give timely informa- 
tion on the development of the 
iate blight disease of these two 
crops. This disease has long 
been known as a serious men- 
ace to potatoes and in recent 
years has caused heavy losses in 
tomatoes. Weather conditions 
from mid-summer to early au- 
tumn usually determine the 
amount of loss from this disease. 
During hot, dry weather the di- 
sease causes little or no trouble, 
but during cool, damp weather 
it may strike hard and fast caus- 
ing heavy losses within a few 
days' time. 

This warning service will 

serve as a guide for the timing 
of spray or dust applications. 
During periods when there is no 
danger of late blight, time, labor 
and expense can be saved. On 
the other hand, if there is dan- 
ger of blight, warnings will be 
given for the immediate applica- 
tions of spray or dust- 
Extend Warning Service 

This warning service will be 
extended to the agricultural pub- 
lic through the co-operation of 
radio and press. It is hoped to 
provide releases on Monday of 
each week, however, mid-week 
releases may be given if emer- 
gency conditions arise. While 
the Warning service embraces 
all of Eastern Canada, these par- 
cicular releases apply to the 
province of Ontario. 

Late blight has not, as yet, 
been reported on either potatoes 
or tomatoes in Ontario. It nas 
been reported in the northern 
portion of United States, but not 
as yet near the Ontario border. 
In Princo Edward Jsland, late 
blight was reported on July 2, 0:1 
potato sprouts growing in a po- 
tato cull pile. Exposed potato 
cull piles are one of the most 
common means of starling late 
blight for spread to nearby 
fields of potatoes and possibly 
to tomatoes. Farmers are well 
advised to see that potato cull 
piles are buried or otherwise 

destroyed. 

A few comments on spraying 
and dusting potatoes and toma- 
toes may be of interest to the 
growers at this time. Many of 
the potato growers with large 
acreages spray or dust regularly 
at 7 to 10-day intervals, from 
the time the plants arc 8 to 10 
inches high until harvest time. 
During hot, dry weather and es- 
pecially until late blight is re- 
ported' in Ontario, the intervals 
between applications may be 
lengthened safely, provided the 
insects arc kept under control. 
Bordeaux mixture and the fixed 
copper sprays and dusts are 
used extensively for the control 
of late blight of potatoes. 
New Experience 

Spraying and dusting tomatoes 
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to prevent late blight will be a 
new experience to most tomato 
growers. Nevertheless, it seems 
to be a necessity if late blight 
appears and weather conditions 
are favorable for its spread. The 
fixed copper sprays and dusts 
are being recommended for to- 
matoes this year. Follow manu- 
facturer's directions. Growers 
are advised to apply a spray or 
dust to the tomatoes just before 
the vines fall over because this 
will be the last opportunity for. 
a complete coverage. It is sug- 
gested that the growers then 
wait for the second application 
until it is announced through 
this warning service that tliere 
is danger of late blight. 

To control late blight on ei- 
ther potatoes or tomatoes it is 
necessary that a^: sbove-groimd 
parts of the plaiits, including 
both sides of the leaves, be tho- 
roughly covered with the spray 
or dust. For field use this re- 
quires powered equipment The 
tomato processing companies and 
the fungicidal companies are ac- 
quainted with the type of equip- 
ment necessary. 

It is hoped that each grower 
of potatoes or tomatoes will 
keep a sharp watch for the first 
appearance of late blight. If the 
disease is seen, write, as soon as 
possible, to the department of 
botany, Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph. If in doubt as 
to the identity t>f the tfisease 
send a sample with the letter. 

This is the first in the series 
of warning service releases. The 
various contributors liqpe- that 
these releases will be a guide 
to the growers of potatoes arid 
tomatoes in their efforts to con- 
trol this late blight disease with 
the least labor and expense. ■.

Barbara, ten years old, was 
proving quite an educational 
phenomenon until her case was 
diagnosed in an opportunity 
class. As a young child, no one 
really understood Barbara. For 
one thing her speech was un- 
intelligible — but the most per- 
plexing ideas regarding her re- 
sulted from the fact that she 
seemed brilliant .at times yet 
hopelessly dull at other times. 

Barbara was intensely inter- 
ested -Sti netv events and her 
early days at school were espe- 
cially- thrilling to her. Of the 

many children who were given 
extra help in speech, none need- 
ed it more or responded more 
Quickly than did Barbara. Des- 
pite the fact that Barbara's 
mind seethed keen and alert oh 
many : occasions, . there were 
times when she seemed to drift 
into a world of her own, Bar- 
ibara's. parents and ■ teachers 
were inclined to ■ believe . that 
she could, if she would learn al- 
most anything at top speed and 
tried their best to prove their 
faith : in Barbara. However, 
when the tests were given, Bar- 
bara wasn't interested and fail- 
ed completely. . 

U was decided, during Bar- 
bara's third year of school, to 
admit her to the * opportunity 
class — mainly for observation 
purposes. With personal atten- 
tion from tho opportunity class 
teacher, Barbara seemed to 
make progress surpassing that 
of her regular classmates. She 
seemed to like the smaller class 
and found . the children "nicer." 
She explained they were "nicer" 
because they didn't ask so many 
questions. 

After one month in the special 
class, there was conclusive proof 
that Barbara was hard-of- 
hcaring. She wasn't deaf — ex- 
cept to certain high frequency 
sounds. However, it was an ef- 
fort to listen; so unless she was 
interested, she easily turned a 
deaf ear. Another factor that 
made it difficult to diagnose 
Barbara's condition was the fact 
that she had become a natural 
lip reader, as a result of speech 
training — her first year at 
school! . Barbara was an excel- 
lent - lip-reader when she could 
view the speaker's mouth in Us 
entirely; However, she lost in- 
terest when she couldn't watch 
tlic speaker,: Radio programs 
were entirely wasted on her — 
except |or the rhythm she en- 
joved. JLrojjjgL Jnu^leal programs. 
When the teacher's face was 
even partially turned from her, 
Barbara couldn't . follow the 
words she spoke. 

Another factor which would 
indicate that Barbara's trouble 
was not deafness resulted from 
certain shock instructions given 
with Barbara's back turned. 
Barbara was mentally well 
equipped and : was able to out- 
wit . her . examiner in many in- 
stances — all of which was most 
confusing in trying to make n 
diagnosis. : For instance, such 
commands as "Open the door" 
and "Close the door'* might 
sound to .her *6- - o' and 'O - o\ 
Some children might be smart 
enough to guess that if the door 
were closed the command would 
ho to* open it With Barbara, 
she was able to distinguish the 
two commands by the slight dif- 
ference in .timing between the 
first "O" nrttt tho second "o. M 

Thnnks to tho opportunity 
class, Barbara's case has been 
diagnosed and no time is bcinj; 
lost in preparing nn educational 
program that best meets her 
needs.

Hardy '„water lilies may be 
planted at any time. If started 
in early spring, they should 
bloom throughout the summer. 
Tender water lilies must not gc 
out of doors until warm weather 
is established and danger of cold 
spells is definitely past. In 
natural pools where hardy lilies 
are to remain, it is advisable to 
plant the lilies in baskets and 
lower them into position. The 
baskets soon rot and the roots 
become established in the pooL 

Lilies do best in water which 
is warm and remains at an even 
temperature. Excess of cold 
water keeps the temperature 
lower than normal and retards 
flower production. Avoid grow- 
ing lilies in deep water. Eight 
inches of water over the roots is 
suitable for practically all vari- 
eties in cultivation. In deep 
pools the containers an which the 
Jilies are planted should be 
raised to the proper level by the 



depth, which should be filled 
with a rich mixture of well- 
rotted manure and good soil.

The. pool must necessarily be 
watertight, not liable to injury 
by frost, and of a suitable size 
and depth. The concrete inside 
walls and bottom of an average 
sized pool must be at least five 
inches thick in order to be win- 
ter proof. The ideal depth for 
a pool in which lilies are to be 
grown is two feet over a "consid- 
erable area of the bottom of the 
pool. 

A splendid size tank would be 
about four by eight feet The 
walls and bottom to be five in- 
ches thick, constructed of brok- 
en stone, sand and cement, the 
whole having a lining of cement 
and sand.

The smallest pond may be 
constructed by using half a bar- 
rel, providing two square feet 
of water surface. Half fill with 
a rich, heavy soil and sink to a 
level with the ground. This 
provides a satisfactory home for 
a water lily. The same may be 

duplicated a number of times 
and moisture-loving plants set 

between the barrels. A series of 
tubs sunk at different levels may 
be arranged to afford endless 
pleasure. Two inches of gravel 
at the bottom of each tub, which 
may then be half filled with 
fibrous loam roughly pulled to 
pieces, mixed with a portion of 
well-rotted cow manure and cov- 
ered v/ith water, will complete 
the preparations. In a few days, 
when all has settled, the plant- 
ing may be done after which 
more water can be gently added 
to within a few inches of the 
brim. 

* . 

The step from a modest barrel 
sawn in half, or a galvanized 
wash tub, is not great. A small 
concrete pool of attractive shape 
makes a splendid receptacle for 
water lilies. Pools of much 
larger dimensions may also give 
the owner a great deal of pleas- 
ure. As every situation is dif- 
ferent, no definite sizes can be 



to the pool. The top level of 
the pool should not be raised 
3bove the ground. The walls 
should not be visible or much of 
the attractiveness of the water 
garden will be lost. Finishing 
the pool about the water's edge 
is your greatest opportunity for 
artistic expression. Rocks may 
be placed irregularly and at in- 
tervals around the pool in order 
to make it more attractive. 
Rough stones here and there 
about the margins help to re- 
lieve the flatness. These may 
be arranged in such a way as to 
accommodate moisture-] o v i n g 
plants. Some rock plants may 
also be used to give the pool a 
natural appearance and to re- 
lieve the stones and construc- 
tion work.

Two weeks ago we wrote a bit about the IMS Olympic Games. 

Space made it a serial effort and last week's instalment wasn't pub- 
lished, so, just to refresh your mind on the timeliest headline in 
sports these days, recall, that aside from winter sports. Canada has 
only won twelve individual championships, and holds only two 
records in the half century of Olympic competition. The Olympic 

Torch was lit in Greece last week and transported by foot, train, 
boat and plane to London, England. The Doves of Peace will be 
let loose, guns will boom, bands will blare, there will be floods of 
oratory in countless different tongues, and the 1948 games will 
be on. 

Then comes the greatest competition in the world, and some 
of the best committee wrangling and jockeying for positions you 
will see outside of the U.N.O. meetings. North York will have its 
own special interest in the games, for representing Canada in the 
canoe singles, and almost a certain winner will be Norman Lane, 
master at St. Andrew's college, and former athletic director of the 
college. A quiet, capable performer, Mr. Lane has long been one 
of Canada's greatest competitors. His efforts will be watched with 
more than passing interest. 

It was Billy Sherring, Hamilton, who gave Canada its 
first championship in 1906 at Athens as he trotted home first iti 
the famous marathon event in two hours, 51 min,, 23 3-5 sees. The 
distance record now, set in 1936 in Germany by Kitei Son of 
Japan, is two hours, 29 min., 19-2 sec. The year 1908 was a gala. 
one for Canada as the dominion annexed no less than two titles to 
surprise the entire universe and place Canada on the sports maps. 
Bobbie Kerr, Hamilton, later to be coach of one of Canada's teams, 
flashed home in the 200 metres event in London in 22 2-5 sees. The 
present Olympic record is 20.7 sees, held by the great Jesse Owens 
of the U.S.A. Another Hamiltonian, W. H. Ewlng, won the in- 
dividual clay pigeon shooting contest. The sixth Olympiad was 
held at Stockholm, Sweden, in 1912 and again Canada won two 
titles. George Goulding, Toronto, one of the greatest toe and heel 
artists of all time, won the 10,000 m. walk in 46 m. 284 sees., a 
record that still stands today and is not likely to be beaten. Gould* 
ing was a familiar figure at district athletic meets for many years 
afterwards. G. R. Hodgson, Montreal, won the 400 metres free 
style swimming event at Stockholm in 5 m., 24.4 sees., a mark 
lowered to 4 m., 44.5 sees- by Jack Medica of the U.S.A. in 1936. 
The war postponed the 1916 games but they were renewed at An- 
twerp Belgium, in 1920 and Canada sent the largest contingent 
of athletes to the games it had ever sent. While some splendid 
performances were given it remained for a lanky westerner, Earl 
Thompson, to thrill all Canada. Thompson, who attended Dart- 
mouth University, and was American intercollegiate hurdling 
champ, won the 110 metres in 14 4-5 sees., a record that stood until 
the great Forrest Towns of the U.S. A. broke it in 1936 with a 14.1 

performance,

The games moved to Paris in 1924 and Canada failed to score 
a single first. In 1928 at Amsterdam, the greatest performance 
ever given by. a Canadian was scored by thin, unknown Percy Wil- 
liams, Vancouver. Williams was a double winnet\ taking the 
100 m. in 10 4-5 sees, and the 200 m, in 21 4-5 sees. Both records 
were lowered by the great Jesse Owens to 10.3 and 20.7 In 1936. 
Kddie Tolan, another American negro, had set the century event 
at the ; same figure in 1032. Williams was greeted with an acclaim 
on his return to Canada like that accorded Barbara Ann Scott. 
If we remember correctly, and we speak purely from memory, 
now Ethel Cat her wood, a tall, western beauty, took the girls* high 
jump event, the first and only time a Canadian girl has won a first. 
Incidentally, the points from the female events are not listed in 
the Olympiad totals. The events moved to North America in 1932 
but the Canadian team flopped badly it Los Angeles despite the 
fact that with the short distance involved they hod plenty of en- 
trants. 

Dune McNaughton, another unheralded Vancouver youth, 
came through for Canada in the high jump in great style at 
6' 5 5-8". McNaughton was American trained, however, being a 
student at the University of South California. Lefty Gwynne, a 
courageous little boxer,, gave Canada its first and only boxing 
crown in the bantamweight division. Gwynne had little luck as 
a pro, later turned to the track and became a jockey and he's still 
interested in horses. Only two r Olympic boxing champions over 
the years, Frankie Gcnaro and Fidel La Barba, both American 
flyweights, ever really made good in professional ranks and they 
both were world champions. It is interesting to note that every 
boxing crown in the 1930 games went to Europe or the Argentine. 

The 1936 games went to Berlin where Adolph Hitler put on a 
great show and fumed as the Nazis failed to win the team prize. 
Germany, however, did take the women's championship with ease, 
the hammer throw, the javelin throw, the shot-put, two boxing 
titles, one canoe, three cycling, the entire equestrian program. 
Gymnastics, both men and women, pentathlon, handball, singles, 
fours, with and without coxswain, pairs with coxy and without in 
rowing, the rapid fire pistol, heavyweight weight-lifting, one yacht- 
ing for a varied record. The Germans, os a matter of national and 
racial pride, trained with government backing and an intensive 
search was made for talent for team candidates. If the war had not 
come, Germany would probably hove onnxced the 1940 team 
championship. The 1940 games were scheduled for Japan, Inter to 
Finland. Now they go back to Europe and dear old Londnu town. 
Most critics agree it will be a miracle if Canada scores a first or in- 
deed many points in the 1948 Olympiad. Plenty of good talent has
